WOMAN S RIG.HT. 
Ohio bad a well dev eloped woman 
su ffrage mov ement at a v ery 
early 
date and It was at Salem in 18H0 that 
the second “womans rights’’ conv en­ 
tion in the history of the world was 
held. 
Ohio had the first college in 
the world to offer co-edu cation for 
■women. .This was Oberlln, which was 
fou nded In 1833 and gradu ated wo­ 
men with fu ll 
degrees In 1841, 
Of 
cou rse It was hardly considered de­ 
corou s for a woman to speak In pu b­ 
lic. Ev en at Oberlin, where Lu cy Stone 
a pioneer 
su ffraget, 
gradu ated 
in 
1847, she was not allowed to read her 
gradu ating oration. 
In 1844, howev er, Ernestine L. Rose 
a Polish 
political 
ex ile, 
lectu red 
throu ghou t the state on liberty , adv o­ 
cating political equ ality of the sex es. 
She deliv ered 
her own 
speeches. 
Shortly thereafter there were a score 
of Ohio women 
activ ely 
Identified 
with the cau se of political equ ality . 
In those day s the su ffrage and abo­ 
lition mov ements were closely identi­ 
fied, bu t for a few y ears the su ffragets 
ahled from the term abolitionist, as 
It hu rt their cau se. 
In 1851 the Ohio 
constitu tional conv ention 
receiv ed a 
petition for woman su ffrage and de­ 
bated It In contemptu ou s terms. 
A 
proposal to giv e the ballot to women 
was introdu ced and defeated, 
with 
only sev en afflrmatiiv e v otes. 
It was 
Dot the women, seemingly , who lo3t 
their dignity in su ffrage debates, for 
the constitu tional conv ention ex pu ng-
